SADDLE BURR 


“‘A Policeman's Lot is not a Happy One" 
So sang Gilbert and Sullivan nearly a cen- 
tury ago. They were describing Wilming- 
ton, Anno Domini 1971 

Wilmington's Police are unhappy be- 
cause Wilmington's Town Manager will 
not allow them to work sixteen hours, all 
night long. They are unhappy because the 
Town Manager has not agreed to a con- 
tract, and will not agree until there is a 
three year clause in it. They are unhappy 
because there is a special clause in the 
union contract of the Wilmington Firemen. 

That clause is like a burr under the 
saddle. The rider cannot see it, but the 
horse knows its there, and the horse, in 
this instance, is the Wilmington Cops. 

Some union negotiator, for the Firemen, 
put a clause in their contract, which the 
Town Manager signed, which guarantees 
to the Firemen anything that the Police 
Departments gets in their contract. It 
was a happy thought for that negotiator, 
and perhaps the Town Manager should not 
have signed the contract - but there it is, 
a real but unseen burr. 

Never mind the positive side of the 
picture - and there is a positive side - it 
doesn't get rid of that burr - that agree- 
ment in the Firemen’s contract. 

There is a liberal vacation schedule, 
two to four weeks, depending on the length 
of service. There is a forty hour week, 
with time and a half after forty hours. 
There is 15 days sick leave and 5 days 
bereavement leave a year. 
attend conventions, or funerals of -vete- 
rans do so in the line of duty and are paid 
for it. There are 10 paid holidays, each 
year. Some say there are too many 


younger members of the force, the pay is 
nothing to boast about. The Chief, with 
po pogias gets over $14,000 a year, 
eants all have longevity 
which helps. 5 


to a shift, and at the end of five days there 
is overtime. The Police have an Oppor- 
tunity Roster that keeps count on that 
overtime and sees that all men have an 
equal chance at it. It was a simple ros- 
ter. Now. it is to be imagined, it is more 
complex. for there has to be no “‘back to 
back" shifts all night long. That means 
that watches must be shifted around, per- 
haps uncomfortably. 

But, many a Patrolman can and does 
work forty-eight hours a week, on regular 
patrol, and when there is something extra 
+ such as a funeral, or road construction, 
that means more too. 

The odd thing is that there are police- 
men who moonlight as guards in some of 
Wilmington's plants. On the average 
this does not pay as highly as does over- 
time - merely $2 an hour in some places. 
This is a phase that is a little difficult to 
understand. 

It can be said that State Cops, for in- 
stance, are not allowed to moonlight 
They can earn overtime only when working 
for the State Police. 

The moonlighting business is more of 
that burr under the saddle. Did that cop, 
who wants to work from 4 p.m. to 8 a.m. 
all through the night, come from his home, 
well rested - or did he come from the 
yard of some industrial plant in Wilmington 
or elsewhere? Only he knows the answer, 
but the Town Manager must ask it 

And, in any case, it can and is compared 
to the practice of the men in the Fire De- 
partment 

Firemen can and do sleep all night long, 
in beds at the Fire Station. Then, well 
refreshed, some of them go out and mogn- 
light. Maybe there hasn't been much in 
recent years, but everyone can recall how 
carpenter contractors in recent years 
would send trucks down to the Fire Sta- 
tion a few minutes before 8 a.m. every 
day, to get extra helpers for the day. 

The Firemen’s contract says that every- 
thing the Police get they are to get too. 
And nothing could ever be put in a police 
contract which could say that the police- 
men can sleep in bed, in the station all 
night long. 48 part of their regular duty. 
They can't get the same sleeping privi- 
liges as the Firemen. &

Tanker Terminal 


Not reported in the July 15th edition of this paper was 
a brief conversation between the writer and the mem- 
bers of the Wilmington Planning Board. It lasted only 
a few moments - too brief to extract every thought 
worthy of note. 

The Planning Board members were unhappy about 
the editorial of July 8th. That was the one in which 
this column related some of the details of the struggles 
on the part of developers to put in decent roads into 
decent industrial developments: in Wilmington. It told. 
in some few words, how the Planning Board will not 
allow another road to be built as was Fordham Road, 
in Wilmington Industrial Park - a road sixty feet wide, 
with far more than necessary safety features. 

The new road will be Upton Drive, in the Route 125 
Industrial Park. The Planning Board will not allow 
it, It insists on there being two ends to the road, mak- 
ing it a through way to Ballardvale Street, even though 
it has been shown that it is impossible to make such a 
through way. 

‘A through way, the Town Crier holds, is only an in- 
vitation to speedsters and vandals. It is also an invita- 
tion to financial disaster. in that industrial firms are 
not happy about locating in areas where vandalism is 
invited. 

‘The first thing that happened. in that very brief con- 
versation with the Planning Board, was an accusation

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that your editor had not reported accurately. That is 
a common thing, such an accusation, from people who 
do. not like what was said, and when your editor retor. 
ted that the reports were accurate the subject fell by 
the wayside. 

Then. the interesting item came out. The Planning 
Board is afraid that a tanker-truck will overturn on 
the new road - or on Fordham Road, for that matter. 
‘The board fears that not only will the lives of ‘some 
few people be endangered, but that the Fire Department 
will be unable to get fire trucks up the road, because 
a tanker-truck will have it blocked off 

This, in an area where the set-back for buildings, 
from curbstone, is to be sixty feet, and the road sixty 
feet wide, making a total distance of 180 feet from one 
side to the other. 

It was quite obvious that all the members of the Plan- 
ning Board who were present felt as did the speaker, 
even though only he discussed the subject. He cited 
a tanker truck accident on Route 128. He didn’t cite 
those which have happened on Route Cl. the road to 
Logan Airport, which passes the tanker terminals from. 
whence the tanker trucks get their loads. 

Driving those tanker trucks is not exactly an easy nor 
a safe task. They have to operate on super highways, 
such as Route 128, with passenger vehicles passing’ at 
speeds well above the speed limit. A tanker truck 
driver earns his pay. and it is well to be concerned 
about him. 

The question is: How many of those tanker trucks 
from Chelsea Creek are going to appear on Upton 
Drive. or on Fordham Road? How many cars are 


going to be speeding past those tanker trucks, om’ 


either side, at speeds of up to 70 mph? 

The answer: None. Louie's Oil or Fitzgerald, or 
some such will send up their versions of tankers 
every now and then to deliver fuel oil, and that will be 
all - especially if the road is not a through way. 

But. the Planning Board can have those tanker trucks. 
if they want them. Let the developer arrange to have 
the Ipswich River dredged. say to a depth of forty or 
fifty feet, so that the big ocean going tankers can come 
to Wilmington. Let the developer construct a sea-going 
canal. up to the upper end of Upton Drive. Then let 
the developer persuade Richfield. or one of the Stan- 
dard Oil companies to send their ocean going tankers 
to Wilmington, and discharge at the new port. 

After a couple of years of this there might be a 
chance that there will be a tanker-truck overturn on 
Upton Drive 

Then the Planning Board can say: We told you so!
